VERY SOUTHERN FARMER is interested in filling his barn with hay 
this year. Cattle is high, and milk production has to be kept up. The 
drought we have experienced necessitates deep consideration to insure 
the production of hay. 

Crops that can be planted now are, SOYBEANS until June 15th; COW 
PEAS all anne May and June; SORGHUM during June; SUDAN GRASS and 
MILLET through June and July (Sudan being recommended in preference to millet). 

Then the POTATO crop in the South is going to be short, so plant potatoes in 
June or July. Also plant NAVY BEANS and EDIBLE PEAS ‘and harvest them for 
winter use.

Nitrogen May be Scarce 


PLANT SOY BEANS AND COW PEAS 


There is every probability that Nitrate of Soda will be 
even scarcer in 1943 than now. The above legumes are won- 
derful soil-improving crops ‘when worked into the land this 
fall, and their planting now will not make the Southern 
farmer so dependent on commercial fertilizer in 1943. They 
also furnish fine hay crops and every farmer should provide 
ample feed, as undoubtedly commercial feeds will be high 
next fall. Profitable production of all animal products is 
dependent upon an abundant supply of feed. 


Soy Beans for Hay—tThe best varieties for this purpose are © 


the Virginia Brown, Wilson Black and Hollybrook. These are 
medium early varieties maturing in about 125 days, having 
fine stems, large growth, and produce fine quality hay. 


Soy Beans for Oil—Yellow varieties should only be used. 
Late yellow varieties, such as Wood’s Yellow and Tckio 
should be planted not later than May for grain production, 
or, if later, for hay only. Medium early varieties, such as 
Hollybrook, Haberlandt and other early varieties quoted on 
page 5 can be safely planted up to first half of June. 


Soy Beans for Soil Improvement (Also Hay)—Mixed Soy 
Beans being cheaper in price, are the most economical for 
this purpose. Mixed Cow Peas and Soy Beans mixed to- 
gether are also desirable for hay and soil purposes—the 
beans furnish good support, making the hay more easily 
harvested. 


Cow Peas for Soil Improving and Hay—They are consid- 
ered superior as a soil building crop to soy beans by a 
majority of farmers, producing fine quality hay relished by 
all livestock. 


Mixed Cow Peas are most generally used for both pur- 
poses, producing an abundant growth and well adapted for 
general farm use. 


Brabham Peas are particularly recommended for wilt-in- 
fested soil. It is a heavy yielding cow pea for hay, pea 
production, or soil improvement. Being small in size, re- 
quiring less seed per acre, they are most economical to plant 
even at a higher price, One bushel will plant an acre 
broadcast. 


Farm Practice 


(An article by J, B. R. Dickey, published in the Penn. 
Farmer, we think very timely now.) 


With the present difficulty and expense of procuring well 
proved preservatives for “grass silage,’ more farmers are 
taking an interest in growing the sugar at home in the 
form of sorghum. Unfortunately we cannot have sorghum 
ready to use with the early cuttings of alfalfa and clover, 
but it fits in well with soy beans. Sorghum alone can be 
used for silage but it is much lower in protein than corn, and 
except that it stands severe drouth better and is not damaged 
by the Japanese beetle, it has little advantage over corn. 
Soy beans are high in protein and when well preserved in 
the silo are high in carotene. However, soy beans will not 
produce high tonnage alone and would not keep safely in 
the silo. 

Beans and sorghum may be drilled in cultivated rows (20 
to 30 pounds of beans and 6 to 8 pounds of sorghum), and 
harvested with a corn binder; this usually results in lots of 
sorghum and comparatively little beans. A number of farm- 
ers report very favorably on about 6 pecks of beans and 
15 to 25 pounds of a medium early sorghum, such as one of 
the Ambers, sown together with a grain drill. Such mix- 
tures have been cut with a grain binder, taking about two- 
thirds of a full swath, tied in small sheaves and loaded on 
the wagon and fed into the cutter with a fork. Some have 
sown 5 pounds of sorghum and 8 pounds of Sudan grass 
with the beans with satisfactory results, but Sudan is not 
high in sugar. Sorghum cut before the seed is in the dough 
stage is not as high in sugar and not a palatable silage. 


Different Methods of Cutting 

Any of the common sorghums are just about as tall, or a 
little taller, than a grain binder will conveniently handle. 
Mixtures such as the above have been mowed and loaded 
with a good strong loader; but it taak a good strong man 
to unload the tangled mass and feed it into the cutter. Cut- 
ting up the load with a hay knife sometimes helps. 

These mixtures make tonnage nearly equal to corn. The 
silage packs very tight if cut while still quite green, thus 
increasing silo capacity. Spoilage was very slight, palatabil- 
ity seemed excellent and, while no analyses are available, 
feeding value seemed very good. Most of those who grew it 
last year plan to continue to do so. 


SOME QUESTIONS 


Brought Up By the Shortage of Summer 
Grazing and Hay 


Q. May I not depend on my second growth of clover or 
alfalfa for grazing? 

A. It is not advisable this summer, because of the short- 
age of hay, and the fact that a good grazing crop may be 
sown on another field, letting such second growth as clover 
and alfalfa may make be used for hay. 


Q. What is the best grazing crop to sow in June? 

A. We should say, pre-eminently SUDAN GRASS, but for 
a goodly percentage of protein in the pasture it is well to 
sow Soybeans with the Sudan in the proportion of 20 pounds 
of Sudan and one bushel of early Soybeans to the acre. 


Q. How many acres should I use for my stock? 


A. While 8 to 10 cows on an acre will ensure more com- 
plete use of the crop, and less loss from trampling than 
fewer cows would cause, a good rule in a dry season is to 
ee one acre for each six cows, to provide enough grazing 
or : 


Q. How soon may such grazing begin? 

A. As soon as the Sudan has reached a height of two 
feet. After close grazing, if the cows are taken off the 
Sudan will renew its growth, coming much more thickly 
than it first stood, and fully making up for any lack of 
soybeans in the second pasturing. 


Q. Will Sudan Grass and Soybeans make good hay? 


A. This mixture makes hay with a protein content equal 
to that of mixed clover and timothy. 


Q. Is fertilizing important for Sudan Grass? 

A. AS your crop will not now have the full summer, it 
should be given every advantage that will induce quick 
growth. In few crops is this so essential to real profits 
as in Sudan Grass. 300 to 500 pounds of Wood’s Standard 
4-12-4 Fertilizer to the acre will well repay for its use. 


Q. How about fertilizing for the Soybeans? 


A. The same fertilizer is ideal for them. In addition, 
though, we would inoculate Soybeans sown in summer. 


Q. Is it necessary to sow the Sudan Grass and Soybeans 
separately ? 
A. No. They are satisfactorily drilled together. 


Q. Will Sudan Grass and Soybeans do well on acid soil? 

A. Neither will do its best there. Even half a ton of 
lime to the acre on such soil is better than none. Lime 
not only sweetens sour land, but also enables the growing 
crop to use some supply of nitrogen in the soil that might 
not otherwise be available to the roots.

Sugar Drip Sorghum 

The Best Substitute for Sugar. Since we introduced this 
variety many years ago no new Sorghum has been brought 
out that can compare with it in yield of syrup. Particularly 
well adapted for Virginia, the Piedmont and mountain sec- 
tions of the Carolinas and States north and west. Plant 8 
to 10 lbs. to the acre, in rows 3 to 3% feet apart and 4 to 
6 inches apart in the rows, not covered quite as deep as 
corn. 


Early Amber Sorghum—For Forage 

One of the earliest Sorghums and furnishes large yields of 
most nutritious forage, which may be fed either green or 
cured. Best time for planting is about two weeks after corn. 


Crotalaria Spectabilis 

A Valuable Soil Builder. Makes much taller, more leafy 
growth with more nodules than either Cow Peas or Soja 
Beans. Yields of crops following this wonderful crop are 
frequently doubled. 


Dwarf Essex Rape

NAVY BEANS (Michelite Strain) 


An improved strain—very prolific—maturing in 90 to 95 
days, and larger yielding than the ordinary navy bean. The 
pods on the stalk stay off the ground, as they have a stronger 
root growth, which is most important when heavily loaded 
with pods. Navy beans should be planted by every farmer 
for dried beans for soup or baked beans all winter. Nothing 
tastes better in cold weather. Plant in June or July, 2 or 3 
beans in hills a foot apart, in 3-foot rows; 1 lb. to 200 feet; 
15 lbs. per acre. Cultivate early, before they blossom, but 
not deeply, nor while wet with dew. 


Plant Potatoes In June and July 

Summer planted potatoes have given outstanding yields 
and are an important vegetable crop for every garden. They 
are harvested after frost, in October, and can be easily stored 
and carried through the winter months. For June and 
early July, plant Green Mountain. Late July and early 
August plant Irish Cobblers. Our seed stock has been car- 
ried in cold storage expressly for Summer planting, and in 
good, sound, unsprouted condition.
